We have completed the audit of the accounts of Bar Council of India for the year 
ended 31st March, 1985 and pleased to enclose four copies of the Balance Sheet as at 31st 
March, 1985 together with the Income and Expenditure Account for the year ended 
on that date. Our observations on the Accounts are placed as mentioned in the succeeding 
paragraphs.

1 ■ 0 Working Results 

1. 1 The year has ended with a deficit of Rs. 1,57,181 -73 as against a deficit of 
Rs. 31,348 -71 during the previous year. The main reason for the increase in the deficit 
is on account of the expenses incurred for the foundation stone ceremony (Rs. 1,10,527 -45). 
The budget provision was however, Rs. 30,000/- only. These expenses may be approved 
by the Executive Committee. 

2. 0 Enrolment Fees 

2.1 The Bar Council of India has 16 State Bar Councils all over India. They are 
required to send audited statement of accounts. We observed that in few cases there is 
delay in submitting the statement of accounts.
